How  welt  I  remember  one  bot  August 
day,  m  we  drew  op  to  tbe  lutle  nteambos* 
dock  at  Oonatanoe!  How  refreshing  wa 
tbe  gentle  breeze  that  blew  softly  off  the 
lake,  making  ua  forget  how  weary  and 
travel- worn  we  were;  while  the  verdaut 
landscape  before  ua,  rich  with  tbe  coming 
harvest,  teemed  to  apeak  and  greet  us,  as 
we  left  tree  Swltxerlnnd  behind,  to  enter 
tbe  deapotic  dominions  id  the  great  Em 
peror  Wiliiaml  We  were  now  at  Con 
stance  in  Baden,  but  within  a  » tone's  throw 
of  Bwlteorland,  Austria,  H* saris  and  Wur- 
temberg,  all  of  which  join  on  the  Lake  o 
Constance.  The  day  was  hot  and  sultry 
wa,  weary  nod  tired  of  traveling,  luipatj- 
tient  to  reach  Munich,  and  in  no  mood  to 
be  interested  la  the  gleemy  old  town  be¬ 
fore  ua.  I  am  afrsid  that  it  was  with  some 
exertion,  and  a  good  deal  of  grumbling 
that  we  commenced  seeing  the  sights  ;  but 
how  well  repaid  do  I  teei  now  I  Wh.it 
money  could  buy  the  pleasure  that  comes 
ftom  looking  back  to  the  place,  which  tor 
four  years  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
whole  civilized  world  1  And  M  tbe  name* 
of  the  greet  men  of  that  day  are  brought 
up  In  reading,  how  familiar  they  seem  : 
They  are  like  old  friends,  and  are  not 
shrouded  in  the  dim  obscurity,  which  usu 
ally  inveata  characters  of  a  by-gone  age. 
Truly  the  most  enjoyable  pait  of  traveling 
ia  to  look  back — the  reminiscences — there 
la  the  charm.  How  eagerly  the  old  sailor 
spins  his  yarn  of  past  experiences,  and  the 
farther  back  it  la,  tha  more  be  enjoys  it. 
the  old  man  talk  a  to  hit  grandchildren  ot 
bla  youth,  and  It  comas  beck  to  him  cloth¬ 
ed  with  pleasure  and  sunshine.  It  ia  not 
without  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  a  place 
like  this  is  visited.  An  old  tumble  down 
‘ewn,  going  fast  to  decay,  with  little  or  no 
life,  whore  once  there  wae  so  much,  la  not  a 
joyoua  picture.  It  is  like  looking  upon  the 
wreck  of  a  man,  who  baa  hardly  a  vestige 
of  manhood  left,  but  who  once  was  all  that 
honor  and  tnlent  could  mnke  him. 

The  old  building  in  which  the  famous 
CWasll  of  Conotaoet  held  its  sittings  is  still 
|n  existence,  and  turna  the  tbouguts  back 
to  that  stirring  time,  years  before  America 
was  discovered,  when  tbe  Church  was  al¬ 
most  in  anarchy. 

The  Council  was  convened  Nov.  10, 
1414,  having  for  its  object  tbe  correction  ot 
the  Western  schism,  occasioned  by  the 
residence  of  the  Popes  at  Avignon,  Prance. 
Thred  P«poa  claimed  the  Pontifical  Chair, 
all  of  whom  by  varioua  means  and  holy 
intrigues  bad  Valid  claims  to  the  seat  of  Bt. 
Peter.  Every  one  was  disposed  of ;  tbe 
first  sod  moat  prominent,  (the  ambitious 
Belt  star  Coeaa,  who  styled  himself  John 
XXJIL)  resigned  under  great  pre-su re  ;  as 
also  Gregory  XII.  But  Benedict  XIII. 
would  not  resign,  so  be  was  ruled  out  m  n 
“  achiamalic.  heretic,  and  scandalous  sin 
nor.''  Martin  V.  was  then  agreed  upon, 
and  tha  politics  of  theebureh  were  straight 
again  It  was  by  thia  Council  that  John 
Hus*.  and  Jerome  of  Prague  were  con¬ 
demned  to  be  burned  to  death  for  their 
heresies.  Huaa  having  been  summoned  to 
Prague  twice,  and  neither  time  complying, 
was  finally  induced  to  appear  liefore  the 
Conncil  to  answer  the  charges  against  him, 
on  a  safe  conduct  being  assured.  All  knmv 
koW  ignominious!  y  be  was  deceived,  and 
dragged  to  the  stake  with  scarcely  a  bear- 
of  bis  case;  how  ku  met  death  with  a 
fortitude  which  moved  even  his  judges 
and  executioners  to  admiration. 

Haas  died  July  fl,  1414 ;  and  Jeroma  ol 
Prague,  hia  firm  friend  and  supporter,  met 
the  same  fate  a  year  later.  Juwt  aa  the  suu 
was  going  down  wa  walked  outside  tbe 
tovs^,  to  au  oputt  field,  and  atoo  I  by  the 
very  spot  where  this  brave  and  noble  man 
ended  a  career  that  can  hardly  find  its 
parallel  la  all  i  lie  records  of  martyrdom. 

Flie  spot  is  simply  marked  by  a  large 
stone,  with  an  iron  nailing  encircling  It. 

The  sunset  was  beautiful,  and  there  in 
the  open  country,  where  all  was  fresh  and 
green,  not  a  sound  reaching  the  sea,  but 
the  gentle  night  eind,  we  etood  and 
thought.  Tbe  heevene  were  dyed  wtth  the 
most  exquirite  colon,  from  tbe  softest 
shade  Of  blue  to  the  moat  fiery  red  ;  a 
broad  landscape  ley  liefore  ua,  with  all  that 
oat hre  and  tha  art  of  man  can  do  to  beau~ 
tity  earth  ;  on  every  sld^wtl  waa  in  perfect 
repose.  And  we,  strapgers  from  a  distant 
land,  were  there  to  marvel  at  the  moral  dsrl. 
■am  whtoh  ones  had  its  away  over  the  whole 
Ctvlliied  world.  We,  who  live  ia  an  age 
of  Civilisation,  and  In  a  land  of  freedom, 
cannot  look  back  on  these  scenes  without 
a  feeling  of  amaseaeot,  and  even  horror. 

It  is  hard  for  us  to  think  of  snob  a  piece 
ot  injustice  and  cruelty  as  thfa,  (burning  a 
man  for  hia  belief)  sanctioned  more  or  less 
by  tha  men  of  lefiweweul  end  learning  of 
that  day.  Por  this  act  was  not  the  decree 
of  a  heartless  dee  pot,  bat  the  judgment  of 
tha  moat  laarned  men,  aaeem Died  from  all 
parte  of  the  world. 

Ae  I  stood  on  that  sacred  ground,  the  hot 
July  da  j  yt  centuries  ago,  with  ail  lu  siren;  a 

X'  >inga,  seemed  to  rise  up  before  me.  1 
niff  see  the  crowd  gathering  long  liefore 
the  roa  waa  up,  all  tiger  r«  get  a  good  po¬ 
sition.  Ae  time  elapsed,  and  the  day  ad 
ranees  towards  noon,  the  crowd  inm-aeeo. 
sad  becomes  moru  impatient ;  threats  are 
ntfetrd  against  the  Judges  ff  the  aenmnoe 
la  not  carried  out ;  cotrse  Jokee  art  beard 
on  evurf  tide, with  boisterous  and  hilar!  one 
laughter  [  the  crowd  every  minute  ie  be¬ 
coming  mure  uproarious,  until  tbe  prisoner 
appears.  With  bowad  brad  and  thought 
fhl  brow,  hardly  noticing  tbe  eoeiie  about 
him,  be  advances  strongly  giihrded  to  tha 
aUka.  Around  him  a  parly  n(  exultant 
priests  stand  on  nan  aidei  one  has  the  face 
of  tha  infernal  rebel  himself,  bloated  and 
distorted  with  the  marks  of  every  tin  ; 
snothatjgpke  calmly  on  w.th -a-self  satisfied 
air,  that  speaks  batter  than  words  hie  share 


in  thia  unrighteous  deed.  Look  on  the 
throng  again  j  there  are  little  children, 
men  with  boary  beads,  just  stepping  into 
tha  grata,  women  of  avery  condition, 
youths  that  are  o)d  in  aia,  although  young 
in  yearn.  Hera  and  there  an  innocent  face 
is  seen,  and  m  the  .1  ting  man  lifts  hia  ayes, 
does  he  nut  meet  some  friendly  gaze  I  Yea. 
you  can  are  hia  eye  brighter  from  time  to 
time,  and  ha  looks  more  firmly  set  in  his 
purpose.  Ua  has  a  determination  that 
nothing  bat  the  will  of  God  can  abeke. 

A  few  words  of  redaction  will  save  bis 
life,  but  no,  ha  know*  he  is  right,  and 
ill  die,  leaving  a  record  behind  that  will 
eauogragu  Luther,  and  give  strength  to 
many  a  man  iu  coating  tiirn.  Buck  a  man 
auver  dies. 

The  loVn  contains  aeveral  interesting 
monumeuta  The  cathedral,  a  handsome 
gothic  structure,  where  sentence  was  uro- 
nouoced  upon  Uuaa,  and  the  house  where 
he  lodg.-d,  are  Ilia  two  points  of  interest. 
Hues’  house,  aa  it  ia  called,  ia  one  of  the 
rudest  buildings  imaginable  ;  little  win¬ 
dows,  and  a  rude  effigy  of  the  great  man 
outside  are  its  chief  chai acteriatica.  Every¬ 
thing  in  the  vicinity  relates  to,  or  has 
tome  tradition  connected  with  him.  and  it 
seeina  m  if  tbe  name  of  the  town  should 
be  changed  and  called  Huaa.
